The I nitial Slates lins half tho money-gold of the 
world. Cold flows out of the country now and then, hut 
it always flows hack again. 
And this situation Is like ly 
to continue. 
"America's creditor position makes h er the perm a­ 
n ent m agnet fo r gelid," says Keginahl McKenna, former 
chancellor of Croat Britain. 
"H er creditors must pay. 
and lf they can find no other way they must pay In 
gold.” 
The only way we could lose this position, lie says, 
would he to lend abroad continuously beyond our ca­ 
pacity. 
Tills suggests the way the whole business of debt- 
colleclion will probably work out—in fact, the way it 
has already begun to work out. 
W e shall keep oil 
lending to europe at least as much bs Europe owes us. 
from year to year. 
T hus foreign debtors will not tie 
iii the position of having to m ake us Impossible ship­ 
ments of gold. 
We shall still have tho biggest gold reserve In the 
world, itll we need to maintain International finance on 
a dollar basis. 
W hatever balance is coming to us from 
abroad, from both public debts and private debts, we 
shall turn into new credits for the debtor nations. 
Thus they will remain in our debt. 
Their national 
debts will he paid, little by little, buj merely changed 
Into other forms pm ii as municipal and industrial debts. 
W e shall have a big national Income from abroad, and 
steadily reinvest it there. 
Our government loans to 
E urope will be held eventually by our citizens as pri­ 
v ate im estment8.

Tho American people arc not merely a collection of 
varied foreign stocks, sacs Ales Hrdlicka, tho famous

New Atlantic Flights 
Many aviators and would-be visitors or air passen­ 
gers are planning to fly the Atlantic this year, as a 
sporting event. Others are going about it su ientifhlally. 
One of tho scientific undertakings will he sponsored 
by the American Aeronautical association, which is trying 
to raise by subscription a fund of $100,000 to pay the 
expenses of three trial flights. 
One of these flights 
is expected to follow the Lindbergh route, which Is a 
"g reat circle and therefore tho shortest way, from New 
York to Baris.” 
Another will pass over the A zores a 
longer hut safer route, much of It in the steam er chan­ 
nel, and offering a stopping place on the way. 
A third 
route will he charted. 
Pilots, perhaps passengers, too, 
Will* be carefully picked. 
There will probably be no difficulty in getting the 
m oney and the men for these and other efforts,

be especially easy to get passengers, juging from recent 
flights.

In the American Museum of N atural 
History one of the most attractive 
groups shows a pair of wild turkeys 
iii a forest feeding. There is no hand­ 
somer native bird. 
In its retreats it 
used to be able to elude all but tho 
most skillful hunters. 
Even so 
it 
was threatened with extinction a few 
years ago. 
Back in 1913 William T. Hornaday, 
fa in titres naturalist, predicted the pass­ 
ing of the wild turkey where form er­ 
ly it was abundant. It looked like a 
disappearance as complete as that of 
the passenger pigeon. 
Even in tho 
swamp of co u n t r y of South Carolina 
the count of wild turkeys was de­ 
clining; a hunter was lucky to flush 
even one. 
Today, thanks to protection, the 
wild turkey is once 
more 
seen 
in 
flocks w here it was rare ten years 
ago. 
Nevertheless, it is not out of 
danger. 
It is m ultiplying hero and 
there, hut it is in need of vigilant pro­ 
tection elsewhere. 
A t present these colorful and ma­ 
jestic fowl are on the increase 
in 
Texas, decidedly so iii New Mexico, 
not on the incline in South Carolina, 
increasing in Florida, gaining n Vir­ 
ginia and Missouri and lining well In 
Mississippi and Alabama. But from Ar­ 
k a n s a s . Kentucky, Tennessee, Georgia 
and M aryland come reports of a de­ 
cline. In Pennsylvania the birds were 
on the verge of extinction in 1912, hut 
protection and game refuges have aug­ 
mented th eir num bers until now aw 
m any as 6,000 are killed in one sea­ 
son. 
Closed seasons, sanctuaries, arti­ 
ficial stocking and hag limits are rn c- 
essary if these noble birds are not to 
follow the passenger pigeon Into the 
limbo of things th a t have been and 
are no more.—W arren Chronicle-Trl- 
bune.
